| home one is,able to select oneself a 
suitable substitute mmediately, also 
from a large variety of choices one can 
| Obtain better values nd quality by 
personal selections. 

Often the farme: rf) dy cash, 
thus those who have but ’ 
can trade them for dry-good and 

oceri Many too, have neither but 
ter nor. eggs, but if they are of good 
|character, they are given credit by 


their local dealers, a favor impossible 
| to obtain from a mail order house. 


Then too, these distant houses can- 
not compare with the local dealers in 
}the matter of “time saving”, for in 
the busy seasons “time” is as valuable 
as money. The farmers would be at a 
great Joss if there were no implement 
dealers at hand, for in spring and fall 
the loss of a few days, even a few 
hours, means many dollars. 


Again consider goods, as shoes, suits, 
etc., where proper fit is so essential, 
they cannot be selected properly unless 
one can go and be fitted. 

Local grocers too, keep fresh sup- 
plies of perishable goods which can- 
not be purchased at mail order houses. 
Even if they could be they would lose 
their best food values in the long ship- 
ment, 

Buying at home encourages friend- 


ship between customers and mer- 


= spt/

chants, One can never have too many 
friends, farmers. Also, 
when one patronizes his home deal- 
it encourages them to keep in 
stock special goods to suit one’s con- 
venience, which otherwise could not 
be obtained, 

One thing leads to another until we 
have prosperous country. Trade 
builds towns, ‘To prospering towns 
come railways; these encourages the 
settlers. The’ settlers make the 
country. Farmers need elevators, 
which are of no value without train 
Wisdom suggests building up 
home town to the ad- 
farmer, rather 
than trading at some distant centre, 
which gives one’s money to the develop 
ment of distant trade centres, and to 
railway companies rather than one’s 
own locality ‘and local dealers who 
are really neighbors. Good towns tend 
to provide better and higher education, 
more and bettér amusements, and a 
centre of interest for the surrounding 
countryside, The farmers need, the 
towns, which conld not be built ex- 
cept for home trade, as much as the 
towns need the farmers.
